IN THREE CITIES 


Despite Official Commu- 
nique Telling of Victory 
for Federal Forces, Re- 
ports Persist Situation 
Continues Grave.

MADRID, Dec. 13.—~In and out 
among the snowdrifts of the north. 
ern mountain passes, Federal cay- 
alry today harried retreating rebel 
forces, fleeing in disorder after a 
furious clash in the vicinity of 
Placenia, in which about 20 rebels 


were killed and many wounded. 

Premier Berenguer, with dis- 
patches from the front before him, 
asserted that the revolt, which be- 
gan in the garrison at Jaca yes- 
terday,-had beep ended by the Fed- 
éral victory, but reports persisted 
that the trouble was not yet over. 

Troops were being concentrated 
in the revol ry north near the 
¥rench bor late this after- 
noon more than 8000 men were 
sent to the Huesca sector from the 
Madrid garrison. The Gevernnient 
was ready té proclaim martial law 
throughout the kingdom, but the 
authorities profess to think that 
this extreme measure will be un- 
necessary. 

While guerrilla warfare contin- 
ued tonight through the rugged. 
snow-covered mountain passes of 
Aragon under the slopes of tho 
Pyrenees, the Government ws 
taking additional steps to crush 
the rebellion. 

14 Army Planes in Action, 

Fourteen army planes took off 
from the army air field at Ma- 
drid for the north and new troons 
are being sent to strategic points. 
Life in Madrid was normal to- 
night as it was in Barcelona, Va- 
lencia, and the other large cities. 
There was some street-fighting at 
Lerida between police and groups 
of demonstrators and one sus- 
pected revolutionist was killed. 
Strong forces of civil guards were 
ordered out and all troops were 
confined to their barracks.

It was 
introduced with the relief fund bill 
several weeks ago. 

Says, St.‘ Louis Business Recovery 
Awaits Building Revival. 

The St. Louis district must de- 
pend upon a revival of the build- 
ing industry to bring about the 
first ray of hope for a return to 
normal business conditions, George 
C. Smith, director of the Indus- 
trial Bureau of St. Louis, said yes- 
terday in discussing emergency 
inethods of unemployment relief. 
Smith has been authorized by the 
Industrial Club of St. Louis to di- 
rect the industrial relations work 
of the Citizens’ Committee for the 
Relief of Unemployment. 

“There is probably no industry, 
certainly’ no major industry,” 
Smith said, “which affects unem- 
ployment as directly as does the 
building industry. A dollar spent 
in building construction goes more 
completely into wages than does a 
dollar spent for almost any other 
thing. It is generally estimated 
that a construction dollar repre- 
sents 80 to 85 cents in wages. I 
do not refer to construction wages 
alone, but mean to include also 
wages paid for labor in the pro- 
duction of the building materials 
and in their transportation from 
the mine, forest or quarry to the 
factory and from the factory to 
the construction’ job. 

Decline Began in 1928. 

"St. Louis has experienced an 
unemployment situation in the 
building industry of quite a serious 
nature for a good many months, 
the present decline in building op- 
erations having started about the 
latter part of 1928. In 1929 the 
total value of building permits is- 
sued locally amounted to only $27,-

In Radio Address Advises Jews to Cultivate

The trustees of thse two private- 
ly-owned residential places, which 
parallel Lindell on the north be- 
tween Kingshighway and Union, 
had acceded to the request of Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks for the temporary opening 
of their thoroughfares, to relieve 
the rush-hour jams of automobiles 
for blocks around. Yesterday 
morning; as a result of their agree- 
ment, the west gates, which have 
been locked for several years — 
ever since St. Louis automobile 
traffic became heavy — were 
opened. However, Brooks had to 
notify the trustees that the city 
could not comply with their “per- 
fectly reasonable conditions.” 

One of these conditions was that 
the city pay for repairs to the tel- 
ford macadam pavements of the 
places after the detour is abol- 
ished. The surfacings are built for 
light traffic and doubtless would 
be damaged by the steady stream 
of cars. Brooks estimated repairs 
would- cost from $2000 to $6000, 
depending on the volume of traffic 
and the time required, and said an 
accurate apfrraisal could not be 
made in advance. 

Nolte Bars the Way. 
Comptroller Noite insisted that 
he would oppose the arrangement 
unless a definite figure was speci- 
fied, for fear the bill might be 
more than was anticipated. The 
Westmoreland place trustees had 
reserved the right to employ their 
own contractor to make repairs, 
Nolte agreed that the idea of pro- 
viding traffic relief was g00d. 
Mayor Miller, questioned by a re- 
porter, said the two places should 
be used during the elergency and 
the city should pay for the dam- 
age, but he thought a definite 
amount should be stipulated.

the Police Traffice Bureau, told 
Brooks. 
It is necessary now to station 
several policement in the vicinity 
in the rush hours morning and 
evening. For several .days, since 
the cutoff between Lindell and 
Union has been closed, as well as 
the main intersection, there has 
been extreme congestion in Kings- 
highway, Lindell, Waterman and 
Washington bouvlevards, and other 
streets. Frequently it takes mo- 
torists going home for dinner 15 
minutes to traverse the three 
blocks between Kingshighway and 
Union.

asking for a State park. If estab- 
lished, it should be centrally located 
and on the most attractive spot avail- 


able. 


non-resident woodland where U. 5. High- 
way 36 crosses the Linn and Macon 
County line. This land is not a trading 
proposition and does not belong to specu- 
lators. It can be purchased directly 
from the owners, and the State will not 
be asked to pay a bonus or commission 
to anyone. Highway 36 runs across this 
land for a distance of three miles and 
for scenic beauty it is not surpassed any- 
where in the State, not even in the Ozark 
region with its million smiles. The Bur- 
lington Railroad crosses this tract of 
iand, also the Bell Telephone long dis- 
tance, local telephone and electric lines. 
These conveniences are already estab- 
lished and would cost the State nothing. 
The mussel fork of the Chariton River 
runs through this land for a mile or 
more, fed by springs, and is open water 
every day of the year, making it an ideal 
place for a game refuge. There are, be- 
sides this stream, many springs ir the 
hills no doubt having medicinal and 
health-giving qualities. With small ex- 
pense an artificial lake can be built that 
would cover 40 acres or more and be | 
from 30 to 60 feet deep ‘and filled with 
pure spring water, an idea] place for 
fishing, boating and for wild fowl. 

This land is centrally located, being 
approximately half way between Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph, half way between 
New York and Los Angeles, and half 
way from the Gulf to the Lakes. There 
is not a foot of waste land on this tract 
and it is covered with wild flowers from 
early spring until frost, and people come 
for many miles to gather violets, wild 
pansies, ferns and many other kinds of 
native flowers. 

It is an ideal place for a State and 
national park. It would be a great ad- 
vertisement for the State as everyone 
driving over Highway 36 would drive 
directly through this park. Why do not 
the State and nation join hands and give 
to the Central West, the richest farm 
producing district of the world, a game 
refuge and playground that would be 
worth while?

THE WORLD COURT PROTOCOLS. 

To get evidence of popular opinion on the ratifica- 
tion of the World Court protocols, which have been 
submitted by the President to the United States Sen- 
ate, the American Foundation questioned 2036 news- 
paper editors or publishers of dally newspapers 
throughout the country. Out of these 2036 newspar 
pers, 342 did not reply, Fifty-eight answered “No 
stand”—a striking reflection on their intelligence or 


they could not be classified as for or against. The 
vote in favor of ratification was overwhelming—1357 
néwspapers, with a circulation of 26,993,906, voted for 
it, and only 266, with a circulation of 10,567,317, voted 


. 


against it. . 
Newspaper opinion is not necessarily public opin- 
ion, but this result may be taken as a clear indica- 
tion of public opinion, because as a rule newspapers 
do reflect to a large extent the opinion of a majority 
of their readers. Some, of course, have the courage 
at times to advocate opinions that are not in accord 
with those of many of their readers. The referendum 
is valuable. The question was clear and to the point: 
“Do you or do you not favor the ratification of the 
World Court protocols?” Those enumerated that an- 
swered the question gave unequivocal replies. The 
returns show that in 36 states there is a preponder- 
ance of newspapers favoring ratification. The ma- 
jority opposimg were mainly in two states—Illinois 
and New Hampshire—and in the District of Colum- 
bia. The large circulation of the comparatively few 
newspapers opposing ratification is due to several 
publications with unusually large circulations, such 
as the Hearst group, the Chicago Tribune, two New 
York tabloids and five dailies in large cities. In nine 
states not a single paper is registered as opposed. In 
10 other states only one paper is opposed. : 
The verdict therefore is conclusive as to the large 
preponderance of newspaper dailies favoring our par- 
ticipation in the World Court. We believe it can be 
accepted as a fair cross-section o: popular opinion. 
The Senate, in considering the protocols, need have 
little doubt as to the favorable attitude of a majority 
of the American people. 
We believe the result is in accord with the better 
thought of America on international co-operation and 
peace. We believe it is in harmony with the American 
spirit and the American tradition in favor of reason 
and law as substitutes for the sword in international 
disputes. We believe it will mark progress in the 
fight against war and for peaceful methods in settling 
international differences. 
The United States has led the van in the move- 
ment toward arbitration. We have favored the cre- 
ation and codification of international law. The 
World Court, therefore, is an embodiment of the 
American ideal. Its mission is not only to settle 
disputes but to strengthen and codify international 
law; to work steadily toward the goal so devoutly 
desired by all peace-loving people, the settlement of 
all judiciable disputes between nations in court, as 
civilized individuals do, instead of on the field of bat- 
tle. That is a great goal to be attained. It would 
mark a higher and more orderly civilization, just as 
the establishment of courts and definite processes of 
law for the settlement of disputes marked a higher 
civilization within nations. 
The Senate objected to the ‘original protocols be- 
cause they provided that the League of Nations might 
ask the court for advisory opinions, and adopted a 
reservation against the court rendering advisory 
opinions except after notice to all states adhering to 
the court and all interested states with public hear- 
ing. and forbade it to entertain any requests for ad- 
visory opinions touching any dispute or question in 
which the United States has or claims an interest, 
without the consent of the United States. Of course, 
the League of Nations could not accept the condi- 
tions of this Senate reservation because it gave the 
United States practically unlimited power to veto any 
requests for advisory opinions from the court. But 
Elihu Root translated the rvation into a form 
which made it acceptable to other nations and to the 
United States. It freed us from ahy obligation to 
accept any action of the court to which we had ob 
jections, unless an agreement could be reached with 
regard to it, and left the door open for withdrawal. 
It provides every reasonable safeguard. The objection 
urged by opponents of ratification that it puts us into 
the League is far-fetched. It uses the League of Na- 
tions as a bugaboo to keep us from any action toward 
setting up an international court or joining in move 
ments of peace, order and law among nations. 
We believe that our participation in we World 
Court would strengthen the reign of law among na- 
tions, and would go far toward abolishing dangerous 


pact of renouncing war, it is necessary that substi- 
tutes be provided. The ratification of the protocols 
would reflect the wisdom and the spirit of progress 
on the part of the Senate. 
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ADVICE FOR ILLINOIS INVESTORS. 

The Illinois Secretary of State’s office has begun 
a commendable program of educating the State’s se- 
curities investors. Part of the campaign will con- 
sist of monthly bulletins, the first of which has 
just appeared. It is important that investors should 
have full knowledge of the stocks and bonds into 
which they put their money, for it is largely on ignor- 
ance and gullibility that fraudulent brokerage con- 
cerns thrive. The first bulletin is devoted to the 
end of such enlightenment. It urges prospective pur. 
chasers to take plenty of time for investigation be- 
fore buying. The importance of. dealing with firms 
of good repute ts emphasized. “Don't judge the 
broker by the furniture in his office or by the size 
of his office,” the bulletin warns. American inves- 
tors annually throw away $500,000,000, it is estimated, 
om securities that seem first-class, but prove worth- 
lets. Such educational efforts as that in Ilinois 
should result in reducing this economic waste. It is 
not quite so educational as the case of the Young 
Bros. in Missouri, but the lesson will léat longer. 
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*  WEST-CE-BAS? 

Almost 300 years ago the French Academy began 
work on its standard grammar of the French ian- 
guage. Now comes word from Paris that the great 
work will be published within a short time. This is 
too important an announcement to lose sight of, 
even in the bustle of Christmas preparations and the 
lame duck session of Congress. For thousands, the 
volume’s disclosures may be little short of matters 
of life and death.

CAPE GIRARDEAU’S FRANCHISE ELECTION. 

Cape Girardeau has a great opportunity to regain 
home rule over its water and electric utilities by de- 
feating at next Tuesday’s special election the ap- 
plication of the Missouri Utilities Co. for a 20-year 
renewal of ite franchises. Moreover, as explained 
at a mass meeting last Thureday night by Daniel 
C. Rogers, City Attorney of Fayette, Mo., there is 
no other way by which home rule is possible. 

In the matter of franchises, Mr. Rogers is a com- 
petent advisor. He defeated in his own town an at- 
tempt to railroad a natural gas franchise through 
the City Council, and he participated in a success- 
ful campaign against a natural gas franchise in 
Boonville. Mr. Rogers, who is not subsidised by any- 
one and has volunteered his time and services to 
a cause which interests him, rendered Cape Gir- 
ardeau a public service in expounding the dangérs 
and disadvantages to municipalities that lie in fran- 
chise grants. 

If Cape Girardeau votes for the franchises, it is 
handing over to the utility a vested property right 
that every court in the land must respect. Rate 
schedules embodied in franchises, as Mr. Rogers 
said, are absolutely of no consequence. “The prom- 
ise of a utility,” he added, “that its rates will 
not be increased is not worth the snap of one’s 
fingers.” He proved that statement by citing the 
case of Kansas City, which gave its street car com- 
pany a franchise whose terms called for a 7-cent 
fare. A little later, the company applied for a 10- 
cent fare, which was granted by the State Public 
Service Commission. Kansas City vainly appealed 
to the Missouri Supreme Court, which held that the 
commission had the power to set aside any rate 
schedule placed in a franchise contract; that cities 
and utilities could not make binding franchise con- 
tracts as to rates. 

Water and electric services in Cape Girardeau are 
not dependent upon franchise grants. All that it 
is necessary to do is to grant the Missouri Utilities 
Co. a permit to operate, this permit not to be is- 
sued by the city’s legislative body for it then would 
be tantamount to a franchise. Such a permit would 
save for Cape Girardeau control over the utility. 

We urge Cape Girardeau not to put the franchise 
noose around its neck for the next 20 years. By 
defeating the proposal, thus following the lead of 
Fayette, Boonville and other towns which ‘have 
learned the franchise lesson, it will only be acting 
in its own best interests. 
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COOK OF COOKS AND JUDGE OF JUDGES. 

Not all the world’s brave deeds are done at the 
passes of Thermopylae and on the slopes of the 
Bunker Hills. Peace hath her valor no less re- 
nowned than war. For pure, unadulterated bravery 
consider the names of Mrs. M. L. Friese of Red- 
wood Falls, Minn., and Sam H. Thompson of Quincy, 
Iil., president of the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. Mrs. Friese, be it known, is, the cook of cooks 
in this land of rocks and rills and templed hills. Hers 
is the honor to possess the title of “culinary champion 
of all farm women cooks of America.” Acceptance of 
the cooking crown was an act of bravery unrestrained, 
and defending it will call for courage more coura- 
geous thar that of Kipling’s captains; but Mr. Thomp- 
son’s fortitude reaches far greater heights. He was 
the judge. Five hundred of the nation’s best were 
his to choose from. He tasted Mrs. Friese’s roast 
turkey, parsley stuffing, giblet sauce, glazed sweet po- 
tatoes, cranberry ice and mince pie, and said they 
were the best of all.

PRINCIPIA AND THE PIASA BLUFFS. 

The Piasa bluffs are considered the most beautiful 
stretch upon the Mississippi River. From Lake 
Itaska to the Gulf of Mexico there is nothing else 
like the white limestone Piasa bluffs, fantasticaliy 
sculptured by erosion, hollowed by caves, and stand- 
ing like palisades over the Father of Waters.

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THE FELLOW WHO WANTED THE EARTH. 
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Argentina Now Leading Beef Exporter 


This country, former leader in meat exports, has lost supremacy to Argentina; industry 
has grown tremendously there, and beef can be produced more cheaply than here; 
U. S. farmers now sell only on local market; South American shipments made 


possible by refrigeration; U. S. packing’ concerns are important in Argentina.

IME was, and not so very long ago, 
T wnen the United States was not only 

able to supply its own needs for meat 
but also to export @ greater surplus than 
was shipped out of any other country in 
the world. Great quantities of preserved 
meats found their way abroad and later, as 
shipping facilities improved, a profitable 
business developed in shipping from our 
eastern seaboard large quantities of live cat- 
tle. Later the export of live cattle on the 
hoof declined as modern methods of refrig- 
eration and the great packing plants of the 
Middle "West came into existence. 


The newer methods of shipment in- 
creased slowly in acceptance at first, but 
by 1901 the United States had an export 
trade in fresh beef totaling 351,000,000 
pounds. The form of our beef exports was 
changing. Live shtpments were rapidly be- 
ing replaced by consignments of frozen and 
later chilled beef. But we were the world’s 
greatest exporters of beef products. In fact, 
other countries shipped so little that there 
could hardly be said to be real competition. 
But in 1929 we sent abroad less than $3,- 
000,000 worth of fresh beef and veal. We 
were practically out of the market, although 
the export of beef and beef products in 
the world at large now reaches over 3,- 
000,000,000 pounds. 

2 » . 

There are a number of causes for our 
loss of leadership in the ifternational beef 
trade. We are still, with the exception of 
Russia, the greatest beef raiser of the world, 
but our surplus available for export—at cur- 
rent prices—has disappeared. We could 
raise more cattle, but not at the prices at 
which meat can bé produced in countries 
which we are accustomed to consider leas 
strong economically. The rise of our do- 
meéstic population and the é¢ncréachment of 
farms on the ranges are among the chief 
reasons we no longer play an important 
role in the international trade, but more 
important has been the fact that South 
American countries have had a tremendous 
srowth in the cattle business and can now 
beat us on price and almost if not quite 
equal us in quality. 

When cattle were shipped alive we still 
bad a decided advantage, for the sea voy- 


dress well. Fancy prices were paid by the 
“estancieros” for the best beef stock the 
market afforded. Shorthorns and Here- 
fords were the favorites. So great were 
the imports of fancy breeding stock, in fact, 
that Argentina has now some of the finest 
in the world. Purchases abroad are now at 
an end and less than 1 per cent of the 
thoroughbreds now in the country were 
born outside of Argentina. 

As shipping conditions improved and the 
grade of cattle became better, modern pack- 
ing houses made their appearance. At first 
the business was in British hands, but in 
1308 one of the largest American packers 
bought out and enlarged one of the then 
important establishments. Others followed 
until today the list of interests in Argentina 
business reads very much like the register 
of the big packing houses in a city in the 
United States. American firms now ship 
two-thirds of all the meat products export- 
ed from Argentina. Thus United States in- 
terests have recouped the loss of their ex- 
port trade from this country by winning a 
dominating position in the packing business 
of what is now the world’s greatest beef 
exporter. 

The world’s beef market is now in South 
America, with Argentina shipping in her 
best years not far below  2,000,000,000 
pounds. The United States in a good year 
ships about 150,000,000 pounds. In 1927 
the United States shipped about one-four- 
teenth as much as Argentina. Indeed, not 
only has Argentina far outstripped us, but 
even little Uruguay, with a population and 
area about comparable to those of Kansas, 
ships over two and a half times as much 
beef to foreign ports as we do. ‘ 


The world’s source of supply for surplus 
beef hes patently passed to the Southern 
Hemisphere. Together Argentina and Uru- 
guay furnish in current years 73 per cent of 
the total. American farmers now sell their 
meats in all but a negligible proportion in 
domestic markets. They sold to other coun- 
tries almost a tenth at the beginning of the 
century. Only about 2% per cent now finds 
its way abroad.

Miaskovsky was born 
to the military profession, which 
he abandoned for music shortly 
before the World War, and he was 
scarcely launched upon an artistic 
career before the macistrom of 
that struggle engulfed him and he 
was held in the Russian Army 
until 1920, when he was assigned 
as professor of composition in the 
Moscow Conservatory, where he 
has since remained. ete.

To Use 400,000 “ 
Watts Power 


will Use W8XAR, Its Auzil-|: 


iafy, in Past-Midnight Test 
. Broadcasting. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Four 


nundred kilowatts of power—400,-|. 
000 watts—will soon be projecting 


special programs into the air night- 
ly from WS8XAR, auxiliary of 
KDKA, Pittsburg, Pa. The experi- 
menters have informed the Federal 
Radio Commission that they are 
now ready to broadcast with this 
power, the highest ever used for 
adcasting anywhere in the world, 
Because W8XAR will go on the 
sir between 12 midnight, and 6 a. 
m., St. Louis time, when reception 


conditions are at their best, its pro- 
grams should be heard over the 
length and breadth of the North 
American continent, and possibly 
in foreign lands, too. 

Fans everywhere should listen on 
the 980-Kilocycle channel as soon 
as the announcement comes from 
Pittsburg that the past-midnight 
experiments . aree starting. They 
may show the way to the future of 
broadcasting, just as KDKA 10 
years ago pointed the way to the 
development of present-day broad. 
casting. 

Two new 200,000-watt tubes, 
each standing six feet high and re- 
quiring the passage of tons of 
cooling water to keep them from 
overheating and bursting, are mak- 
ing possible this noteworthy experi- 
ment. H. P. Davis, who directed 
while Dr. Frank Conrad engi- 
neered the pioneering broadcasting 
from KDKA a decade ago, stated 
in his license application to the 
commission that the power would 
be raised gradually from 60,000 
watts to 400,000 watts, But the 
power may ultimately go even 
higher if the tubes prove their 
worth. 

Today the highest powered 
broadcasting is from Radio Mos- 
cow and Radio Roma, each rated 
at 100,000 watts). WGY, Schenec- 
tady, has conducted some convinc- 
ing experiments with 200,000 watts. 

Just how much power is 400,000 
watts? Well, one horsepower is 
the equivalent of 746 watts, so 400,- 
000 watts will approach 540 horse- 
power—enough -to drive five or 
more of the highest powered motor 
cars now on the market. This is 
theenergy that will be thrust from 
the aerials of W8XAR, It fs tre- 
mendous power in the radio sense, 
“yet not very considerable when one 
resolves that receiving sets only a 
few miles away from W8XAR can 
measure the energy they pick up 
in infinitessimal fractions of a 
watt—fly-power. 

A 500-watt radio station uses 
less power than is required for the 
average electric iron. All the 
broadcasters in the United States, 
according to Federal Radio Com- 
mission records, use an aggregate 
of 1,453,355 watts, a little less than 
2000 horsepower. Probably all the 
received energy of the 13,000,000 
or more sets in the country would 
aggregate one watt or two, .The 
rest is dissipated in space within 
afew blocks of the transmitter. 

Comparing with the 1,453,855 
watts of power consumed in this 
country by all broadcasting sta- 
lions, are these figures showing the 
aggregate aerial energy used 
abroad: Germany, 535,000 watts; 
Great Britain, 470,000; Russia, 222,- 
000; Sweden, 120,000: Czecho Slo- 
Vakia, 107,000, and France, 64,000.

estimate I can make, the United 
States will absorb 4,000,000 new 
automobiles a year from how on. 

“That includes the replacement 
of old automobiles that have worn 
out or gone out of model in service, 
the additions of the second and 
third or more cars to one-car fam- 
iifes, and the new cars for the 
young folks who are growing up 
and and look at an auto- 
mobile as an integral part of their 
home.” 

Replying to the question, “Are 
cars going to get much -cheaper 
than today?” he said: “I do not see 
how they can get much cheaper. 
You ean go into Flint, Mich., today 
and buy there, f. o. b. factory, the 
best new model Chevrolet we make 
for $660. I have been asked if 
such a@ cat, the best four-door se- 
dan we make, will ever be on the 
n.arket for $600. I do not think so. 

“The metal, the wood, the glass, 
the textiles, that go into a car 
cost less today than they have in 
years. If their prices change they 
can only go up, as I see it. In- 
creased mass production methods 
might trim something from that 
$650 car, but they coull not trim 
$150 from it to enable us to sell 
it for $500 f. 0. b, factory. Now is 
the time to buy a new car. This 
year or the next year.” 

“Despite general conditions this 
year,” Klingler said, “we have 400 
more direct dealers in our distribut- 
ing organization than we had on 
Jen. 1. We have had the best 
clean-up of old stocks in our his- 
tery. Used car stocks are lower 
than at this same time last year. 
During the first 10 months of this 
year of business depression our 
dealers sold 1,100,000 used cars in 
addition to almost an equal num. 
ber of new cars. 

“That performance, which we 
regard as highly satisfactory in 
view of conditions, is the direct re- 
sult of having built up a permanent 
and substantial-dealer organization. 
Our sole object in holding our an- 
nual meetings with dealers i@ to 
make our dealers better mérchan- 
disers. The dealer is the key to 
the success of any manufacturer 
dependent upon a dealer organiza- 
tion to distribute his product. 

“The Chevrolet dealer today is a 
substantial business man in his 
community, as much an asset as 
the department store.

Urges Architects to Concentrate _ 
On Designing Dwelling Houses 


All business and industry awaits 
a prognosis of business revival from 
the building industry; such recov- 
ery, if it comes, will be found first 
in the field of residential building. 
Shelter still is one of the basic 


needs of civilization; not more 
housing but better housing, and the 
best way to create new housing is 
to produce better, more econom- 
ical, more livable housing for less 
money. This is the conclusion of 
L. Seth Schnitman, chief statisti- 
cian, F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
writing in the current, issue of 
Architectural Record. 

“What is being done in this di- 
rection,” writes Schnitman, “is evi- 
denced in apartment house con- 
struction in the outer fringes of 
some of our industrial cities. But 
development along these lines op- 
erates to add dwelling units with- 
out material distiacement of exist- 
ing units. The bigger problem in- 
volves, it would seem displacement 
of obsolescent, walk-up tenements 
in Our slums and near slums which 


ty; the rebuilding of existing cen- 
ters rather than further horizontal 
extension unless such extension in- 
volves some displacement. Out of 
this must come better désign, su- 
perior economic utilization of land, 
environment, materials, and a full- 
er realization of the possibilities of 
an untapped housing market. Such 
will reawaken dormant financial 
interests—the insurance companies, 
our savings banks, our mortgage 
houses and building and loan or- 
ganizations, to say nothing of pri- 
vate capital of individuals. These 
reservoirs of money, now brimful, 
will be released to one single utill- 
ty which more than any other can 
restore the balance to our eeonomic 
machine that has been upset large- 
ly by ruthless exoesses of which 
‘shelter at any cost’ was not the 
least impelling.”’ 

Discussing the role of the archi- 
tect in this pressing need, Schnit- 
man says: 

“The architect who plans without 
regard for construction economics, 


have outlived their economic utili- | 


prospective labor and material 
costs, land values, financing, tech- 
nologic improvements, shifting cen- 
ters of commerce and habitation, 
taxation, rentals—must go the way 
of the physician who prescribed be- 
fore diagnosis. 

“The architect is as t ruly the 
building designer as the automotive 
engineer is the automobile stylist. 
His is the problem of changing and 
improving the character of archi- 
tecture so effectively as to make 
obsolete existing structures; his is 
the problem of providing better and 
more livable habitation, more effi- 
cient offices and school buildings. 
It is indeed no easy matter, but in 


times such as these, when staffs 


are not under pressure on currént 
plans, unexcelled opportunities are 
present for the devclopment of ef- 
ficiency that must bring about a 
much more methodic evolution in 
architecture in the light of con- 
struction. economics than has ob- 
tained hitherto. 

“Vertical transportation which 
has made the-skyscraper possible 
is being adapted to’ residential re- 
quirements. And in the offing even 
larger apartment houses, with com- 
munity gardens, swimming pools, 
tennis courts and the like seem 
presaged. Fabricated units, under 
the direction of the architect, will 
make possible the erection of more 
livable small houses, better in con- 
struction, at substantially lower 
unit costs, operating to make obso- 
lescent the row house of an earlier 
day. Though standardized, these 
units will be fabricated with due 
regard to the important matter of 
community grouping. 

“It is upon nonresidential build- 
ing that architects seem to have 
centered their energies for improve- 
ment in design, efficiency in opera- 
tion, economies in production. With 
an indicated further decline in this 
type of building activity because of 
the large oversupply in office spacé, 
it would appear that the attention 
previously directed to nonresidential 
building may now well be diverted 
toward improvements in residential] 
types, to make houses more habit- 
able, to make dwelling units more

City Improvement Association 
Sets Up Ten Major Ob- 
jectives for Future. 


The City Improvement Associa- 
tion, an organization pledged to 
the development of downtown &t. 
Louis, now has a membership of 
more than 100 and, according to 
Lou J. Conant, executive vice pres- 
ident, expects to jncrease the num- 
ber to at least 200 active members 
before the close of another year. 

“Ten major objectives,” said 
Conant, “have been adopted as the 
program of the City Im provement 
Association for the ensuing year. 


Property ownersAn the downtown 
¢cistrict, who make up the mem- 
bership of the City Improvement 
Association have pledged them- 
selves to subscribe a fund sufficient 
to carry out its ,trogram of pub- 
licity. Funds are subscribed. by 
each property owner on the basis 
of land and building valuation in 
the downtown district. Members of 
the association recognize -the sig- 
nificance of continuous publicity to 
bring about improvements which 
will open up traffic lanes leading 
into the downtown district, provide 
adequate parking for automobiles 
and new terminals for street cars 
and busses. 

_The 10 major objectives as given 
by Conant are: 

1. Widening and double-decking 
of Third street. North and north- 
western approach to Third street. 
South and southwestern approach 
to Third street. 

2. Elevated roadways on these 
and other thoroughfares 
downtown to provide for uninter- 
rupted high speed traffic. 

3. Completion of Morgan, Mar- 
ket and other street widening proj- 
ects leading into the district. 

4. Opening of the Eads Bridge 
as a free brid£e. 

5, Adequate downtown terminal 
facilities for street cars and busses. 

6. Completion of the river front 
piaza in a monumental manner. 

7. Construction of the Old Court-, 
house mall and preservation of the 
Old Courthouse as an adjunct to 
court requirements of the district. 

8. Adequate public parking fa- 
cilities on the river front east of 
Third street. 

9. Encouragement of new build- 
ings and other improvements, 
thereby maintaining and increas- 
ing property values in the down- 
town district. 

10. Stress the manifold ad- 
vantages and conveniences of loca- 
tion in the downtown district for 
present and future business. 

“The City Plan Commission,” 
Conant stated, “proposes an excel- 
lent program for the central river 
front at a total cost of $50,000,000. 
Under the charter of the city of 
St. Louis tie Plan Commission be- 
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as a whole.” 


Delegates to Conventions — 
Desirable Visitors to City 


Gatherings Develop Friendships for St. Louis 
and Increase Business by Many Millions, 
Said a Bureau Official. 


The St. Louis Convention, Pub- 
licity/and Tourist Bureau original- 
ly was known as the St. Louis Con- 
vention League. It was organized 
in May, 19098, and w&s among th 
first organizations of its character 
to be formed in the United States. 
In reviewing the work of more 
than 20 years, Charles ©. Hatfield, 
general manager of the bureau 
said: “The purpose of this or- 
ganization is to bring conventions 
to St. Louis, to give the conven- 
tion visitors a worthwhile service 
while they are in our city, and to 
make their stay here so pleasant 
and profitable that there will be a 
reluctance to leave and a desire to 
return to St. Louis. 

“The St. Louis Convention, Pub- 
licity and Tourist Bureau is one 
of the largest, best organized and 
most successful bureaus of its 
kind in the country. The policies 
of the Bureau are governed by a 
board of directors of 57 of the lead- 
ing business men of the city, rep- 
resenting practically every business 
and civic organization, including 
the City Administration, Chamber 
of Commerce, retailers, banks, pro- 
fessional, improvement associations 
and similar groups. 

“During the first year the Bu- 
reau was organized it brought only 
12 conventions to St. Louis. From 
1910 until 1915, there were 611 
conventions held hére or an aver- 
age of 87 per year. From 1916 to 
1926, inclusive, there were 2574. 
Or an average of 234 conventions 
per year. In 1927, there were 259. 
These conventions brought into St. 
Louis 75,726 visitors. In 1928 there 
were 265 with an attendance of 
79,217, and in 1929 there were 271 


with an attendance of 86,8930 and /'| 


this figure does not include visitors 
to the National Dairy Show. 
“When you consider,” said the 
Bureau’s representative, “that the 
average convention delegate stays 
in the city at least three days and 
spends at a very low estimate at 


the enormous financial benefits 
that are derived through the con- 
ventions that are held here. 

“The Bureau, in its desire to be 
conservative used as a basis for its 
figures the estimate of $10 per day 
per delegate. Other cities have not 
been so conservative. In figures 
recently given out by a Convention 
Bureau in another city it was stat- 
ed that through questionnaires it 
was ascertained that $82 delegates 
attending a specific convention 
spent during a stay of 3% days, 2 


lieves it would be difficult to carry 
out a project of the character and 
magnitufle proposed in a complete 
and satisfactory manner. ‘Present 
laws,” says the Plan Commission, 
‘permit but two methods of meet- 
ing the cost, one by ,ublic bond 
issue; another by special assess- 
ments of benefits, or by a combina- 
tion of these two methods.’ 

“The City Improvement Associa- 
tion contemplates submitting 
amendments to the city charter in 
the spring election which will per- 
mit the gradual development of the 
City Plan Commission program 
through one o. both of these two 
financing methods. 

“Operating under an amended 
charter, the city of St. Lovis may 
find it possible. to develop its river 
front program, step by step, over a 
period of rears without waiting 
until the project can be 


total of $128,233.24. If these fig- 
ures were taken as a basis, the 85,- 
000 delegates to conventions held 
in St. Louis during an average year, 
spent in’ St. Louis $11,990,300. 


“This revenue from conventions 
goes into every channel of trade.

“The convention of today brings 
together, from all over the coun- 
try, recognized leaders in every 
form of social, educational and 
business activities that are con- 
cerned in human progress. The 
meetings scheduled for the next 
few months will bring to St. Louis 
hundreds and thousands of these 
men and women. Millions of dol- 
lars will be added to the buying 
power of St. Louis—millions which 
will flow through every business 
channel and reach, more or iess, 
every industry.”

FOR MANUFACTORES 


St.. Louis Industrial District 
Has Ample Acreage Close 
to. Rail and Water. 


The area Known as the East Side 
of the St. Louis industrial district 
contains considerable undeveloped 
acreage that is criss-crossed with 
railroads and all-weather highways. 
Much of the land is adjacent to 
parts of eight to 10 miles of river 
front and the diversion canal, which 


offers wharfage sites. 

H. F. Parter of the Industrial 
Bureau of Granite City, referring 
to the sites avail-ble, said that the 
area contains three well-defined 
districts with considerable diversity 
of manufacturing. 

The major industries represented 
include packing at National City, 
chemicals at Montsanto, stoves at 
Belleville, glass, brick and ammu- 
nition at Alton, tanning at Hart- 
ford, oil refining at Wood River 
and Roxana, iron and steel at 
Granite City. Taken in its entirety, 
the area counts for an immense 
volume of manufactured products 
of wide variety. 

It-is in and about this section 
that undeveloped factory sites have 
attractive futures. Describing the 
section, Mr. Porter said: 

“As defined by the Industrial 
Bureau of the Granite City district, 
it extends north along the river to 
the diversion canal, which empties 
into the i-ississippi about opposite 
the mouth of the “fissouri. The dis- 
trict extends inland between eight 
and 10 miles, or to the foot of the 
bluffs, opposite Granite City, curv- 
ing to the rivor at Alton and again 
below East St. Louis.

He studied 
the pictures of Dempsey’s fight 
with Carpentier; he studied the pic- 
tures of all the other fights of 
Dempsey that were available. And 
then came that night in the Polo 
Grounds in 1923, when Dempsey 
fought Firpo, the Wild Bull of 
Pampas. 
It was short and sweet, lasting 
one round and about a minute, but 
cripes, what a load of action was 
piled into it! And that was. the 
fight that made Gene Tunney the 
heavyweight champion of the 
world three years later. 
How? I'll tell you. Tunney saw 
the fight. He studied the pictures, 
and right then he decided here was 
the greatest textbook of all. This 
fight held the secret for him. 
You know, Firpo came within 
an ace of winning that fight. Wel), 
Tunney noticed that as Dempsey 
came rushing wildly at Firpo—his 
usual method of attack—the Wild 
Bull, who didn’t know any more 
ahout boxing than your. great- 
grandaunt, shoved out his gloved 
fists much the same as you would 
shove out your hands to ward off 
someone about to bump into you. 
Now, it happens Dempsey's chin 
bumps into Firpo’s right fist, and 
Jack almost goes down. In fact, 
he does sink to one knee, but he 
grabs Firpo and pulis himself up. 
There was Tunney’s tip-off. He 
haunts the theater that shows the 
pictures of the fight next day and 
for several days thereafter, and 
finally gets for himself a copy of 
the film. And does he study it! 
He studies the fight in slow mo- 
tion, fast and at the regular speed 
of three minutes to the round. This 
last he does so he can study Demp- 
sey's timing accurately. You know, 
in the regular picture houses they 
always run fight pictures at the 
rate of two minutes to the round, 
making the action appear almost 
twice as fast as it actually was in 
the fight.

His hands are brittle, so what 
does he do? Goes off into the 
north woods and works as a lum- 
berjack.

These he 
is forever squeezing with his hands, 
even while he’s walking, or resting 
otherwise. Result, the old hands 
change from weak and brittle to 
strong and tough.

ALABAMA EDGE 
ON WASHINGTON 
STATE ELEVEN 


By James M. Gould. 
With the baeitle between Ala- 
bama, champions of the South, and 
Washington State, Pacific Coast 
titleholders, scheduled for New 


Year’s day in the Rose Bowl at 
Pasadena, Cal., this year’s football 
season will officially end next year. 
Neither of the contending teams 
has been defeated nor tied. Wash- 
ington's closest game was that with 
Southern California early in Oc~- 
tober when State defeated the 
Trojans, 7-6. Vanderbilt played 
the best game against Alabama, 
losing only 12-7. 
There is hardly a line offering 
comparison between the two 
elevens. Every one of Alabama’s 
games has been played in the 
South, while Washington State’s 
only trip away from the coast was 
for a game with Villanova, which 
the Westerners won, 13-0, the score 
not really indicating the difference 
in the power of the two teams, as 
Villanova never was able to enter 
Washington territory all afternoon, 
Scores Favor Alabama. 

According to comparative scores, 
advantages in offense and defense 
are with Alabama. The Southern- 
ers have scored 247 points and have 
permitted opponents only 13 in nine 
games. In the same number of 
contests, Washington has scored 
218 points and has allowed 32 to 
the opposition. State escaped de- 
feat in its game with the Univer- 
sity of Washington by the small 
margin of a field goal, On the 
whole, the Alabama schedule rates 
more difficult that that played by 
the Far Westerners. For, Alabama 
played such teams as Tennessee, 
Vanderbilt, Florida, Louisiana State 
and Georgia—all powerful combi- 
nations. 
The trip West will be the third 
for Alabama as contenders in a 
Rose Bowl game. They first went 
to the coast to play Jan. 1, 1926. 
Their opponents were the Univer- 
stiy of Washington players and 
Alabama, after a thrilling battle, 
won out, 20—19. They went back 
the following year to meet Stan- 
ford and gained a 7-7 tie with a 
fine Stanford eleven. 
Alabama is a likely favorite for 
this coming game. Every regular 
on Coach Wallace Wade's South- 
ern team is a senior with the ex- 
ception of one. 
This coast game brings to an end 
Coach Wade's service at Alabama, 
Fle has been in charge for a 
years. Next year he is to coach 
Duke University.

Then he stood in silence, his leather coat 
hanging from his arm, while his lawyer, Fer- 
dinand Pecora, talked for him. His case was 
set for trial. A $7500 bond was arranged 
quickly and the Archduke was free for the 
time ‘being.

LOS ANGELES, California. 
HEN Clara Bow re- 
cently fired her sec- 
retary - companion, 
Daisy Devoe, to the 
accompaniment af 
charges and coun- 
ter-charges, the 
red-haired movie 
star found herself 
on the front page 
again, blinking in the spotlight of un- 
desirable publicity. And again she 
asked plaintively, as she has many 
times before, ‘‘Why don't they let me 
alone?’’ 

The poor little “It’’ girl thinks she 
is being picked on. It seems to her 
that she is “‘It,’’ the butt, the victim. 
the holder of the sack, instead of hav- 
ing “‘It.’’ She can’t seem to keep out of 
the news. She considers herself the 
world’s most unsuccessful headline 
dodger. 

Grubbing along on some $200,000 a 
year, with two houses, a couple of au- 
tomobiles, about 209 dresses and a fan 
mail of some 25,000 letters a month, 
she often dreams of getting away from 
it all, she. says. She confided to a 
friend not long ago that she would 
like to hitch-hike across the country 
without being recognized as Clara 
Bow; would: like to wander incognito 
in meadows, and, while lying lazily 
in the grass, anonymously’ watch 
fleecy clouds. ‘I envy the girls who 
can make one of those hitch-hiking 
trips without bursting into print,’’ she 
sighed——but neglected to say whether 
she had ever heard of one who had 
tried it. 

Miss Bow makes no public appear- 
ances any more. She attends no the- 
aters or parties, her friends say. She 
rides to and from the studio in a 
closed car. She employs no press 
agent. But she keeps right on break- 
ing into print. 

‘Every time I turn around I unwit- 
tingly get into trouble,” she moans. 
“Why, if I go shopping I have to put 
a wig over my red hair and wear gog- 
gles. Or else I have to go to a store 
after closing hours and be let in and 
the doors locked; it not, a crowd gath- 
ers and stares. 

Only once in recent months has she 
uppeared undisguised on the street. 
That was in Long Beach, where Lyman 
Scott, 16 years old, was operating a 
confectionery stand. The youth wrote 
her that he had sunk all his money in 
the business, and asked her to visit his 
roadside stand and sell some of his 
xoods for a little while when she came 
to Long Beach to take pictures. Clara 
accepted, and the lad saw to it that a 
crowd was on hand when she arrived. 
She sold the confections as fast as she 
could hand them out. “It was a Jot 
of fun,’ the actress said afterward. 

One of the maddening things about 
the publicity that comes to Clara Bow 
is that sometimes she is headlined 
when she hasn't done a thing. Just 
the other day newsboys were running 
along the streets in Los Angeles yell- 
ing: ‘“‘Searface Al Capone visits Clara 
Bow on the set! Read all about the 
‘It’ girl and the Chicago gangster!"’ 

The story began: ‘While the police 
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of Los Angeles were busy denying re- 
ports that Al ‘Scarface’ Capone was 
anywhere within visiting distance of 
this city, the noted Chicago gang chief 
was at the Paramount Studios visiting 
Clara Bow and watching her film 
scenes in her latest picture. This some- 
what startling and interesting infor- 
mation was confirmed today at Para- 
mount. Almost everybody in the place 
knew Capone was there. He came in 
company with bodyguards and en- 
joyed the sociable atmosphere of stu- 
dio life... . He displayed great inter- 
est in the vivacious acting of the 
titian-haired ‘It’ girl.” 


HE enterprising manager of a

In -the course of 
these experiments he had to cul- 


tivate the baccili artificially in the 
laboratory. For some reason that 
he could not understand he noticed 
that the artificially cultivated ba- 
cilli quickly lost their virulence. He 
also noticed that in many cases 
where he was raising colonies of 
the bacillus on gelatine, for some 
inexplicable reason there would be 
clear patches on the gelatine free of 
the germs. , 

Now D’Herelle was not the first 
man to discover the latter phenome- 
non. Many research workers had from 
time to,time discovered that their cul- 
tures of germs had for some reason 
failed to develop, that occasionally 
gelatine that had been implanted with 
germs had actually cleared and become 
entirely sterile. 

There was no apparent reason for 
the failure of the germs to develop, 
but the research workers usu- 
ally assumed that they had made 
some technical error or been careless, 
and they let it go at that. 

One scientist, however, named 
Twort, was interested enough in the 
phenomenon to make mention of it, 
although he didn’t know it’s cause or 
nature. However, as a result of his 
interest in that business of the mys- 
teriously clearing germ cultures, sci- 
ence has rewarded him by naming 
the phenomenon the Twort-d'Herelle 
phenomenon. 

D’Herelle, however, wasn't merely 
satisfied with observing the phenome- 
non. He conducted his experiments 
meticulously and therefore saw no 
reason why some of his germ cultures 
should prove sterile while other cul- 
tures of the same germ ‘actually in- 
creased in virulence. At this point 
D'Herelle remembered the research 
work that had been done by two other 
scientists in hog cholera. These sci- 
entists showed that the bacterium 


which had always been 
associated with hog chol- 


era wasn’t really the 
cause of the disease. 
They proved that the 


disease was caused by an 
invisible virus, too small 
to be seen under any 
microscope and too smal! 
to be caught by- any fil- 
ter, even the filters that 
would catch bacteria. 
(Such a virus is called a 
‘filterable  vi- 
rus.) They 
proved that 
while the bac- 
terium  proba- 
bly had some- 
‘thing to do 
with the devel- 
opment of the 
deadly virus, it

was the filterable’ virus 
itself that did the dam- 
age. 


It occurred to D’Herelle 
that maybe a parallel condi- 
tion existed in the case of 
the locusts, that perhaps it 
was not the bacillus itself 
that did the damage but 
that it only somehow con- 
tributed to the develop- 
ment of.a filterable virus 
that produced the disease. 
Instead of inoculating lo- 
custs with the bacillus, he 
made filtrates of diseased . 
locusts. That is, he 
crushed up a diseased lo- 
cust, made a solution of that and then 
poured that solution through a filter 
that would catch the bacillus. If a fil- 
terable virus caused the disease that 
virus would have seeped through the 
filter into the filtrate. Thus, to deter- 
mine if it was a filterable virus that 
caused the disease, D’Herelle inoculat- 
ed healthy locusts with this filtrate. 


HE results were very inconsis- 
tent. In most cases the dis- 
ease wasn't reproduced. But 
Dr. d'Herelle noticed one puzzling 
thing: In the cases where disease 
had followed these injections he had 
always been able to find the bacillus 
itself in the dead insect, although the 
bacillus had not been injected! (Asa 
matter of fact, D’'Herelle later learned 
that there were certain forms of that 
locust bacillus that could pass a fil- 
ter, but he didn’t know it then.) Since 
the bacillus was sometimes found in 
healthy locusts, he then assumed that 
the disease was caused by the simul- 
taneous presence of the bacillus and 
the filterable virus. He then began 
experiments involving simultaneous 
inoculation with both the filtrate and 
the bacillus. These experiments were 
interrupted by the war. 
When the war broke out Dr. d’Her- 
elle was chief of laboratory at the Pas-

teur Institute in Paris. In 1915 a dys- 
entery epidemic broke out in a cavalry 
division stationed near Paris. From 
7 in the morning until 12 at night he 
in preparing

ing man carried out the experiments 
that led directly to his discovery. 

He decided that instead of working 
on material obtained from the intes- 
tines of locusts he would work on ma- 
terial from human intestines, think-

ing that he might encounter the same 
phenomena in human diseases. So he 
began to make culture of the dysen- 
tery bacilli and filtrates from the 
dysentery patients. His plan was to 
mix the filtrate with the pure germs 
and to inoculate guinea pigs and 
rabbits, hoping thereby to repro- 
duce the disease in them. 

One day he mixed a quantity .of a 
filtrate, obtained originally from 
a dysentery convalescent, with a cul- 
ture of dysentery bacilli. He then 
placed the mixture in a heating appa- 
ratus, hoping thereby to speed devel- 
opment. To his astonishment next day 
he found the mixture perfectly 
clear, that is, containing no dysentery 
bacilli! 

And then it was, by the sort of divine 
intuition that characterizes the work 
of genius everywhere, that D'Herelle’s 
mind hit upon the explanation: That 
filtrate did contain a filterable virus, 
all right, but it wasn’t the virus that 
caused the disease in man; it was a 
virus that caused a disease in the 
bacilli and destroyed them! 

He carried on other experiments, 
brilliant in their simplicity. He took 
another drop of similarly obtained fil- 
trate and placed it in another culture 
of dystentery bacilli. In a short time 
this mixture was perfectly clear and

the bacilli had disappeared. Then he 
took a drop of this clear liquid and 
placed it in another culture of dysen- 
tery bacilli and soon this culture was 
perfectly clear. He continued this 
series indefinitely. Each time. a drop 
of the preceding mixture promptly 
killed the bacteria in the next culture. 
Not only that, but after a thousand 
such passages he found that propor- 
tionately less and less of the preceding 
mixture would do the trick. From all 
this, and other experiments, he con- 


cluded that he had found an ultra- 


microscopic living entity, a parasite 
that reproduced itself at the expense of 
bacteria. 

As D’Herelle himself states it: 
“From these diverse experiments it 
seems highly probable that each cor- 
puscle (which D’Herelle named ‘bac- 
teriophage’) unites with a bacterium 
and reproduces at its expense; the 
bacterium then becomes dissolved, lib- 
erating the young corpuscles, which 
proceed to attack other uninvaded bac- 
teria, and the same process continues 
until.all susceptible bacteria have dis- 
appeared.” 


6¢ BSERVATION utider the 
() microscope confirms these 
conclusions,” eontinues 
D'Herelle. “One may see the bacteria 
swell, some of them assuming a spher- 
ical form. Suddenly, a process of burst- 
ing, lasting but a fraction of a second, 
occurs and where one formerly saw the 
swollen but definitely delimited bac- 
terlum there appears only a slight 
floccule without definite contour.” 
In other words, the bactriophage 
gets into a bacterium, multiplies 
there and destroys the bacterium, 
much in the same way that a bacteri- 
um gets inside a man, multiplies there 
and finally destroys him. 
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Far-Reaching Results in the Fight 
on Death-Dealing Bacterial 
Diseases Expected From 
Recent Discoveries by 


Dr. Felix d’Herelle, 


Professor of 
Bacteriology 
at Yale. 


To discuss the various 
problems (some of them 
highly controversial and 
technical) that have de- 
veloped from D'Herelle’s 
discovery is manifestly 
impossible here. Some 
scientists hold that the 
bacteriophage is not a 
parasite that attacks the 
bacterium, but a chemical 
secreted by the bacterium 
itself. Others have other 
theories, but this phase 
of the matter is, for most 
practical purposes, aca- 
demic, since practically all 
agree that this bacterio- 
phage, whatever its na- 
ture or mechanism may 
be, does under certain 
circumstances destroy dis- 
ease-causing bacteria. 

D'Herelle states that 
actually bacteriophage are what de- 
termine whether or not one recovers 
from bacterial disease; that the 
bacteriophage are widespread in 
nature and are to be found in soil, 
water and the particles of dust 
in the air; that bacteriophage can be 
classified into numerous strains, that 
some of them are destructive only to 
certain races of bacteria, while other 
bacteriophage are destructive to sever- 
al kinds of bacteria. Bacteriophage 
of the same strain will vary in viru- 
lence, some being weak, others strong. 


HE problem is further compli- 
cated by the fact that bacteria, 
under certain circumstances, de- 
velop an immunity to  bacterio- 
phage, just as animals sometimes do 
to bacteria. The strength of the 
bacteriophage can be increased under 
artificial cultivation, and the _ bac- 
teriophage can sometimes be used as 
a preventive, as was done with chol- 
era in certain sections of India. There 
certain wells furnishing drinking wa- 
ter were dosed with the _ bacterio- 
phage, and into that district 
the cholera epidemic did not 
penetrate, while in the ad- 
jacent sections, where the 
wells remained untreated, 
the epidemic took its normal 
course. 

In brief, the study of bac- 
teriophage is in its earliest 
infancy, and its fullest bene- 
fits to man will not be real- 
ized unti) scientists have 
been able to classify all the 
atrains to learn just what 
bacterium each  bacterio- 
phage is virulent for. Then 
it must be determined just 
what degree of virulence a 
given strain has for a given 
bacterium. When this is 
done, and it will take many 
years of work (assuming 
that it can be done com- 
pletely), then doctors can 
have at their disposal the 
perfect specifics for death- 
dealing bacteria! diseases. 

The discoverer of this 
epoch-making phenomenon known as 
bacteriophagy was born in Montreal, 
Canada, 57 years ago. He was 7 
years old when his father, a lawyer, 
died and his mother took him to 


live with relatives in Paris. From 
earliest youth his great hero was 
Pasteur, so that he naturally chose 


bacteriology as a career. He was 
graduated from the Sorbonne, served 
as Government bacteriologist in Gua- 
temala and Mexico, and from 1914 to 
1921 was laboratory chief at the Pas- 
teur Institute. The two following 
years he held the same poat at the Uni- 
versity of Leyden, in Holland, where 
he received an honorary degree in 
medicine. He was also awarded the 
Leeuwenhoek Medal by the Amater- 
dam Academy of Science. For five 
years following 1923 he was director 
of the bacteriological service of the In-: 
ternational Sanitation Council of 
Egypt. He has also done research 
work in a number of Asiatic countries. 

Dr. George H. Smith, professor of 
immunology at the Yale University 
School of Medicine, became greatly in- 
terested in D’Herelle’e work from the 
date of the Frenchman's first publica- 
tion on bacteriophage in 1917. Dr. 
Smith translated that work and others, 
corresponding with D'Herelle and

Ironically enough, this comes at a 
time when a definite move had taken 
shape in England for an honest ap- 
praisal of Crowley's life and writings. 
Some time ago a book appeared in his 
defense called ‘‘The Legend of Aleister 
Crowley,’ written by P. R. Stephensen. 
This in itself, in the definition of the 
man biting the dog, was news. For 
probably no one in this century has 
been subject to so persistent and so 
virulent an attack as Crowley. Every 
possible variety of derogation has been 
slung at him in long campaigns in 
the more sensational press, 


E HAS been accused of every 
HH enim in the catalogue, from 

cannibalism to high treason. The 
principal papers to attack him, the Sun- 
day Express of London and John Bull, 
have not hesitated to impute to him 
every unnatural and perverted vice, 
all the sinister and unmentionable sins. 
They have pictured him as a fiend in- 
carnate, practicing the black mass and 
other orgiastic rituals. They have 
strongly hinted that he plotted the 
murder of a friend in order to place 
the man’s wife in his power. There 
has been absolutely no limit to which 
they have not gone. 

And Crowley never replied in any 
way whatsoever. Stephensen, in his 
defense, says that Crowley always felt 
the futility of any action against 
these powerful publications, maintain- 
ing that their legal staffs were so 
strong and their resources so ample 
that it would be almost useless to 
bring suit for libel. Furthermore, he 
was quite philosophic about it, be- 
lieving that in the end these cam- 
paigns of villification would defeat 
themselves by their very exaggeration. 
And this was in part true, although 
mothers in England still use the name 
of Aleister Crowley to make their 
children behave. 

It did become slightly absurd with 
the cannibalism story. That one was 
told in John Bull. Crowley is sup- 
posed to have been on a climbing ex- 
pedition in the Himalayas.

He is a great 
admirer of Crowley's writings, is 
convinced that he has great 
genius, and that his work will 
live a long time after his vil- 
lifiers have been forgotten. 
Hé@ quotes numerous ex- 
cerpts from the various 
press attacks and re- 
marks: “There has 
never been anything AY 
like it in literary history 
—probably because there has 
never been anything in literary his- 
tory like modern sensational journal- 
ism. How would the Sunday Ex- 
press have ‘exposed’ Byron? In what 
terms would they have described 
‘Don Juan,’ and with what phrase 
would they have gloated over his 
amours? What would have been the 
results if the private life of Shelley 
and Keats had been dragged into a 
Sunday newspaper specializing in 
moral indignation and invective?” 


HE author of “The Legend of 
Aleister Crowley" cites several 
amusing incidents to indicate 
how -complete is the belief in Crow- 
ley s wickedness. 

“The publishers of his autuobiogra- 
phy, now in the press, have had some 
fun,’ he writes, “Weird customers 
have walked into their offices, utter- 
ing cryptic warnings and have van- 
ished, leaving no traces of identity. 
One, of them said: ‘Always cross your 
fingers when you speak to Aleister 
Crowley.’ His own fingers were crossed 
all the time he was in the office. He 
said: ‘That man is superhuman; he 
cun read thoughts; he knows what we 
are thinking now.’ Questioned, the 
weird visitor would say no more, but 
merely withdrew, his fingers still 
crossed, moaning hollowiy: ‘Remem- 
ber, remember!’ like the ghost of 
Hamlet's father.

warned’ the _ pub- 
lishers and meant 
well. In discussion, 
most of them were 
amazed to learn

They were under 
the impression vaguely, that he would 
be arrested if he set. foot on these 
shores! Informed that Crowley has 
never been charged with any criminal 
offense in all his adventurous life, 
some replied: ‘Ah. that shows how 
clever he is!’ The legend pérsists.”’ 
“I am far from exonerating Crow- 
ley himself,’’ Stephensen adds. “_ 
quite extraordinary simplicity in his 
nature has led him systematically to 
invite hostility from almost every 
quarter, as I shall show. He has held 
nothing ‘sacred’ merely because it ap- 
peared sacred. Piece by piece he has 
alienated that vague mass of dogma 
called Public Opinion, and outraged it. 
He has attacked, with his devastating 
humor, precisely those people who have 
no sense of humor in their doctrines.”’ 


Crowley was 
burn in 1875 of a 
family of religious 
fanatics, members 
of the repressive 
Puritan sect, the Plymouth Brethren. 
His mother usually designated him by 
the mystic name of ‘‘The Beast 666,” 
which always has perversely pleased 
Crowley. As a boy and in adolescence 
his chief hobbies. were poetry, chem- 
istry, mathematics and chess, and the 
sport he liked best was rock climbing, 
at which he early attained great 
skill. He was sent down to 
Cambridge at 20, the pos- 
sessor of a fortune of 
$200,000, which he 
had inherited 

on the 
death of 
his parents. 
In 1898, his 
third year in 
the university, 

he published five 
volumes of verse, 
“‘Aceldama,"’ ‘‘White 

Stains,’ “The Tale of 

Archais,”’ ‘Songs of the 
Spirit’ and ‘‘Jephthah.”

umes, most of them privately, 

and all of them beautiful ex-

graver’s crafts. “‘His poetry was ‘out- 
rageous’ in the manner of Swinburne, 
Baudelaire and the Yellow Book. One 
of his earliest works was a poetic re- 
ply to Kraft-Ebing.”’ 

He sent his books to the press for 
review. Fora time he lived as “Count 
Svareff’’ in a flat in Chancery Lane 
in London which he fitted up as a 
magical temple. He bought a Scottish 
estate at Boleskine, Inverness, and ap- 
peared at the Cafe Royal in full para- 
phernalia of a Scottish chieftain, as 
the “Laird of Boleskine.”’ The Crow- 
ley legend began to grow, feeding 
upon these sensations. 

He climbed the soft chalk of 
Beachy Head, to the complete aston- 
ishment of the natives, no less than of 
experienced climbers. He began mak- 
ing climbing records in Cumberland, in 
Wales and on the Alps. “A sinister in- 
terpretation was placed even upon

these feats of agility and daring,” 
Stephensen writes. ‘‘Aleister Crowley 
was climing unclimbable places. Ob- 
viously by supernatural aid. Inevita- 
bly he came to loggerheads with res- 
pectability as personified in the Alpine 
Club, and began exposing its members 
as incompetents and even as untruth- 
ful braggarts. Another hostile group! 
But merely in passing.” 

Crowley took an active part in the 
controversy over Epstein’s monument 
to Oscar Wilde in Paris. When the 
police refused to permit it to be un- 
veiled, Crowley unveiled it by a strata- 
gem “in the interests of art.’ The 
legend grew. 


“() NE would say,’ Stephensen 
observes, ‘“‘that he was ask- 
ing for notoriety and he got 
it. I can think of a simpler explana- 
tion—merely in his poetic exhuber- 
ance, in the fact that he really 
thought an artistic purpose would be 
served by shocking the suburbs, and 
in the fact that he really did not 
care what people thought of him, 
because he had enough money to be 
indifferent to any hostile opinion of 
criticism.”’ 

“From time to time,’ Stephensen 
says, ‘‘he ‘mysteriously’ disappeared; 
to reappear eventually in his old 
haunts, looking years younger, re- 
freshed in body and mind, even more 
sardonic, witty, vituperative and 
‘wicked.’ ”’ 

He traveled to many of the strange 
and far places of the earth in these 
periods of absence from London. From 
1900 to 1902 he made a trip around 
the world. stopping for a day, a week 
or Many months, as the 
mood and desire impelled 
him, in New York, Mexico, 
San Francisco, Honolulu, 
Japan, China and Ceylon. 
This trip included six 
months in the Himalayas 
with the Chogo Ri expedi- 
tion of 1902, spending 65 
days on the Baltoro Glacier 
and attaining a height of 
22,000 feet. He studied 
and practiced the Hindu 
spiritual discipline of Yoga 
at Ceylon. 

The year following his 
return to London he mar- 
ried the sister of Gerald 
Kelly, the artist. In 1904 
he traveled to Cairo and 
the same year revisited Ceylon for big- 
game shooting. In 1905 he went again 
to the Himalayas on the famous expe- 
dition that attempted to scale the 
Kangchenjunga peak and attained a 
height of approximately 23,000 feet. 
In 1906 he went down the Irrawaddy 
River to Rangoon and later made a 
walking trip in China with his wife 
and small child. A part of the fol- 
lowing year he spent with certain Arab 
trihes of Morocco, accompanied by the 
Earl of Tankerville. 

And all the time that he was off in 
the far corners of the earth his books 
were appearing. Stephensen says that 
no one knows their exact number, 
probably not even the author. His 
Collected Works appeared from 1905 
to 1907, one thick India-paper volume

On the inside cover of his diary-notebook, Nils Strindberg wrote in shorthand several letters 
to his fiancee in Sweden. evidently hoping that in some way they might reach her.

N ODD chain of 
circumstances’ has 
made a young 
American the own- 
er of one of the 
strangest of the 

many strange sights 
of Paris. It is the 
elaborate, egoistic 
tomb of Marie 
Bashkirtseff, brilliant Russian painter 
who died here 46 vears ago at the 
age of 24, 

Livingston Phelps. who served on 
the staff of the American Ambassador 
to Russia in 1917 and 1918, has come 
into possession of the tomb through 
inheritance. It was left to him by a 
niece of the artist, a woman whom he 
had rescued from poverty and who, 
knowing his deep interest in the paint- 
er’s life and work, felt that by putting 
the memorial in his possession she 
would insure it against neglect. 

Marie Bashkirtseff was a romantic 
and tragic figure. Sculptor, musician 
and writer as well as painter, she had 
a passionate interest in life, particu- 
larly her own life. For 12 years be- 
fore her death she recorded her joys 
and griefs, hopes, loves, vanities, en- 
vies and disappointments in her ‘‘Jour- 
nal,’’ which is still widely read today 
for its rarely human and moving quali- 
ties. 

Her tomb came into being through 
the request she expressed in her will. 
“I wish a chapel to be built for me 
in the neighborhood of the Champs 
Elysees,’’ she directed. ‘It must be 
large enough to contain a gathering of 
40 persons. A painting must be made 
of me and placed in this chapel. I 
also wish a fine organ so that once a 
year, on the anniversary of my death, 
sad and beautiful pieces of music by 
the great composers may be played 
there. Around the chapel there must 
be a garden, with a statue of me made 
by Monsieur de Saint-Marceaux... "’ 

The Bashkirtseff family, then 
wealthy, carried out the young wom- 
an’s request. In the little Passy Ceme- 
tery, near the Champs Elysees which 
Marie loved, a large plot of ground 
was purchased, juet inside the en- 
trance. 

There they erected a large Byzan- 
tine cupola surmounted by a cross 
with two branches. Inside, a roomy 
chapel was provided, in one corner of 
which the painter's atelier containing 
a partly finiahed picture entitled ‘The 
Holy Women Before the Tomb of 
Christ,”’ palettes and brushes, paint 
tubes and smocks, was reproduced. In 
another corner was placed a painting 
of Marie as a young girl, and a 
second portrait made after her death. 
A double stairway leads down to a 
crypt where there is a simple marble 
slab with the artist's name carved 
on it. | 

On every October 31-—the date of 
Marie’s death—eince the chapel was 
built, admirers of her work have gath- 
ered at her burial place to hear a Rus- 
sian priest say prayers and a Russian 
choir sing laments. 

One night several years ago, as

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Fallen Into Neglect by the Impoverishment of Her 


- Family, Goes to a Posthumous Admirer. 


Phelps sat in his bachelor flat in the 
Freneh capital reading the ‘‘Journal’’ 
of the young Russian painter, he fell 
to wondering how her tomb was being 
cared for. The next morning he vis- 
ited the place, and was shocked to find 
it had been sadly neglected. A marble 
bust of the artist was missing, a heavy 
iron chandelier had fallen to the floor 
and the iron gates were badly rusted. 

The cemetery guardian explained: 

“The Bashkirtseff family nearly all 
perished in the revolution. Marie's 
mother, who wanted to be buried 
here, died in poverty in Nice in 1919, 
and is buried down there under a 
wooden marker. The tomb belongs 
now to Marie’s niece, the last survivor 
of the family. This lady, who is mid- 
dle aged, is not only penniless but very 
ill. She lives in a single room ina 
cheap suburb of Paris and to buy food 
and medicines for herself she has com- 
menced to sell objects from the chapel. 
She recently sold Marie's bust to the 
Imperial Museum at Tokio, and she is 
now negotiating with other museums. 
1 understand that she even intends to 
sell the tomb, which means that it will 
be torn down and the ground sold to 
another family.’’ 

Deeply moved, Phelps hurried to 
visit Marie’s niece in the suburb of Le- 
vallois. The invalid, once wealthy, de- 
clared in a burst of sobbing that she 
had been driven to sell Marie’s bust 
by sheer starvation, and that she ac- 
tually had planned to sell the tomb it- 
self. 

The young American immediately 
provided the woman with an ample 
pension for all her needs, and received 
authority from her to make some re- 
pairs to the chapel. 


HIS aunt, probably the last of 

the Bashkirtseffs, died recently 
and Phelps was astounded when 

he received notification that she 
had formally bequeathed him the 
tomb, with the responsibility of keep- 
ing it.in proper condition. As he 


is unmarried, and this strange trust is. 


for eternity, he hopes to organize 
eventually a society of friends of Marie 
Bashkirtseff that will take over the 
obligation, although he will provide 
part of the funds necessary. The tomb 
is now being completely done over and 
all broken iron and stone work is be- 
ing replaced. It is hoped to bring about 
the return of the bust from the Tokio 
museum in the near future. 

Phelps’ first act, on coming into pos- 
session of the tomb, was to have the 
body of Marie’s mother brought from 
Nice and placed beside her daughter. 

For 46 years there had been an open 
vault beside the one where Marie was 
laid away. Madame Bashkirtseff had 


,arranged it for herself. Day after day, 


year after year she went there to pray, 
and to gaze into the grave she hoped 
would receive her. When past 80, she 
found herself ruined and her family 
swept away by the Russian upheaval. 


Her only possession was the marble 
pile that had cost thousands of dol- 
lars. Alone and forsaken, Madame 
Kashkirtseff died on the Riviera, and 
the friends of this woman who had 
held one of the most fashionable sa- 
lons in Paris could not raise sufficient 


funds to have the 
body sent there to be 
laid beside the daugh- 
ter. 

By a curious coin- 
cidence the very day 
the body of Madame 
Bashkirtseff 
was brought to Paris 
the Times of London 
printed one of the 
Gladstone papers that 
threw a new light on 
Marie Bashkirtseff's 
last moments. 

The famous British 
statesman was a great 
admirer of the Rus- 
sian girl and, know- 
ing this, his friends 
in Paris had hunted 
up many new details 
about her life. In 
one letter, dated more 
than 40 years ago,

and never before published, Miss Dor- 
othy Tennant, afterwards Lady Stan- 
ley, wrote to Mr. Gladstone as follows: 

“TI am delighted to be able to tell 
you something of Mdlle. B. I was not 
personally acquainted with her, but I 
happen to have known two of her most 


intimate friends, the 
late Bastien - Lepage 
—and her cousin, 
Prince Karageorgeo- 
vitch, frequently al- 
luded to in the Jour- 
nal as Bojidav. 

“Mdlle. B’s ruling 
passion was self. It 
did not take the form 
of. self-indulgenee nor 
even self-esteem, but 
an extraordinary in- 
terest in herself. 

“It induced her to 
keep that most re- 
markable journal. It 
made her study mu- 
sic and take up sing- 
ing, it spurred her 
on to paint, it made 
her do and say 
extraordinary things. 
Prince Karageorgeo- 
vitch, who had a sin- 


cere affection for her, told me that 
the prospect of her approaching 
death interested her, that’ there 
was something effective, she thought, 
in dying young. A fortnight  be- 
fore her death she had a violent 
quarrel with her mother; the _ ex- 
citement hastened her end. She shut 
herself up and refused on any account 
to see her mother. Prince K. told me 
that a week before she died she wrote 
him a very extraordinary letter. She 
said that feeling her end was ap- 
proaching, and knowing how little af- 
fection her mother had for her, she 
was quite sure that she would be 
buried in a cheap way, and that proba- 
bly her mother, out of economy, would 
have her dressed in some old white 
ball dress! She therefore desired her 
dear Bojidav, as soon as he heard of 
her death, to hasten to a very fashion- 
able dressmaker on the Rue de la Paix 
and order to be made for her a white 
dress of the finest cambric, with so 
many tucks and such and such trim- 
mings. He was then to see that this 
dress was put on her, that she might 
rest in it in her coffin. Prince K. told 
me that he faithfully carried out all 
her instructions, and that the mother 
appeared quite indifferent... .’ 

Marie Bashkirtseff was small, her 
figure was exquisite, her face, without 
being beautiful, was very attractive. 

Writing of her in ‘“‘Moussia, or the 


Life and Death of Marie Basbkirtseff,’’’ 


Alberic Cahuet said: 

“Living, she was the most living of 
the alive. Dead, she has accomplished 
what is most difficult for those who 
have gone; she has survived. Why is 
she read just as much as ever? Why 
does her Slav soul dominate so im- 
periously this corner of French soil 
that she has made her own? Why does 
this girl who has passed away seem 
more durable than many of our living 
immortals? 


OW]. MUST study our own 
souls to understand Marie 
Bashkirtseff, for this lumi- 
nous virgin symbolizes the two dramas 
of humanity—life and death. She in- 
carnates thought, delight, love, pride 
violence, defeat, triumph, construc- 
tion and destruction, the very warp 
and woof of us.

Maybe so-—and with all due respect 
to M. Maeterlinck we doubt it—but 
even if the ant were all those things 
we still wouldn't like it. 

Our aversion to the ant is deep root- 
ed and incurable. It is the result of 
many bitter and disillusioning experi- 
ences. M. Maeterlinck knows a lot 
about the ant, but we still beg to 
differ. ; 

If someone should ever- call on us 
to state what we think of the ant, we 
have our answer ready. We plan to 
reply, in no uncertain tone of voice, 
that we think it the most offensive, 
irritating, spiteful, malicious, obnox- 
lous, annoying, plaguifying, odious, 
abominable, disagreeable, pestiferous, 
rude, ill-favored and all-round unlike- 
able insect with which we have ever 
had the misfortune to have any deal- 
ings. 

In case that doesn't make it clear 
just how we stand on the ant, we shall 
add that we think it repulsive. 

What does a smart man like M. Maet- 
erlinck see in the ant? When there 
are sO many nicer insects around, in- 
sects that have some degree of man- 
ners, why does he waste his time por- 
ing over some old anthill with a mag- 
nifying glass? 

Even if he took up the gnat in a 
serious way, it, would be more under- 
standable. But the ant! Fie, Dr. Maet- 
erlinck! 

Of course he is a Belgian and prob- 
ably studies Belgian ants. They may 
possibly have some endearing traits 
not possessed by the American ant, but 
we doubt it. An ant is an ant, and 
away with it, say we. 

Even with ail its petty meannesses 
we might have some semblance of re- 
spect for the ant if it were not, in 
the bargain, so ineffably dumb.
